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State of Rhode Island Founded Two Hun- 


dred and Rtty Yean Ago. 


Tvu> hundred and fifty year* ago tomor- 


row, Jl«y 19,16*7, the first General'Asecm- 
tly ot the colonies o( Providence H»nta- 
llous met In lie town ot Portsmouth and 
organized wh»t Is now the stale ot Hbode 
Island. In the records ct the towns, that 
of Providence alone makes mention of the 
ippolntment of representatives to attend 
this general assembly, but In this case 
the record IE foil and complete. The rec- 
ord, which Is signed by Roger Williams, 


• moderator, reads as follows: "We, the 


greater part of the Inhabitants of Provi- 
dence, having chosen you at our Towne 
Heeling Ibis ICtb of the 3d mo., 1017, to 
ap[*ar for us, at the Generall Courte, of 
this colonye, to be held at Portsmouth on 
Rhode Island, upon the ISih of Ibis In- 
stant month, desiring the Lord's Provi- 
dence for your safe arrival! there; we all 
voluntarily assenting, d» hereby give you 


• full power and authority as 
follcweth:" 


Roger Williams, himself, was one of the 
men chosen. 


The records ot the towns of Newport 


and Middletown make no mention ot a 
similar 
appointment, 
but those towns 


were represented In the general assembly. 
It will be seen that the date for the "gen- 
erall courte" was fixed for the eighteenth 
of May, but the records of the court show 
conclusively that It met on the nineteenth, 
and continued In session the two following 
days.' 


The settlement ot Rhode Island by Eng- 


lish colonists began with that ot Provi- 
dence In 1D36; two years later the town of 
I'orasset, afterwards Portsmouth, was set- 
tled by William Coddington anil seven- 
teen others; the following year CoddinE- 
ton and eight others founded Newport: 
and in 1642 Warwick was founded by Sam- 
uel Gorton anil others. These settlements 
were'distinct and Independent, and neither 
of them 
had a charter or 
patent from 


England, and none were reiiresentcd In 
any way in the mother country. In 1S40 
Portsmouth and Newport held a general 


.' 
assembly, and a Joint gOTcrnment was es- 


- tablished with a governor, deputy gov- 
ernor and assistant magistrates, and later 
in the year the general court ordered par- 
ticular courts to be holden on the first 
Tuesday ot each month, one at Newport 
and the other at Portsmouth. William 
Coddington was the governor ot the island 
from this time until the colonies united 
in a 
general 
government. In 1C44 the 


name of Aquldneck was changed to the 
isle of Rhodes, or Rhode Island. 


"" 
As the communities increased iu number 


the necessity of a charter 
became more 


and more apparent, and in 
1S43 Roger 


"Williams was sent to England to obtain a 
royal sanction for the colony. He ar- 
rived in England in the midst of a-civil 
war. The king hail fled and the. Long 
Parliament ruled. The administration of 
the colonies was entrusted to a. committee 
of which the Earl of Warwick was chair- 
man. From this committee Williams ob- 
tained a charter uniting the three settle- 
ments of 
Providence, Portsmouth 
and 


Newport. He returned the next year, but 
troubio with the Indians and other in- 
ternal difficulties prevented the acceptance 
ot the document'for three years. 


The charter granted to the Inhabitants 


of Providence, Portsmouth and Newport a 
"free.'and Absolute charter of civil incor- 
poration 10 . bo Known by the 
name of 


'Providence Plantations, in the Narragan- 
sett Bay in New England,' together with 
full power and authority 
to govern and 


rule themselves and such others as shall 
hereinafter inhabit within any part of said 
tract of land by such form of civil gov- 
ernment as by the' voluntary consent of 
all, or the greatest part of them, shall be 
found most serviceable to their estate and 
condition; and to that end to make and or- 
dain such civil laws and constitution, and 
to inflict such punishment upon trans- 


. gressors, and for the execution thereof so 


to place and displace officers of justice ajs 
they or the greater part of them shall by 
free consent agree unto." 
> 


/The 
general 
assembly 
"was held 
in 


Portsmouth May 19, 1617, not an assembly 
of defcgates but. in theory at least, of all 
the freemen of the towns. Warwick was 
not Included in the charter, but one of the 
first acts of tbe assembly was to admit 
that town into equal privileges with the 
•there. The charter was very general in 
its provisions, and conferred absolute in- 
dependence 
on the colony. The 
single 


proviso with which It was fettered, that 
"the laws, constitution and punishments 
for the civil government of said planta 
lions he conformable to the laws ot Eng- 
land," was practically annulled 
in the 


same sentence by the subjoined words, 
"so far as the nature and constitution of 
that place will admit." The people were 
thus left free to enact their own laws 
No charter, says Arnold, had ever been 
granted ijp to that time which conferred 
so ample powers upon a' community, anc 
.hut one as free has ever emanated since 
•Jrom the throne ol a monarch. 


The executive branch of.the governmenl 


was vested, in a president of the colony 
and four assistants, one from each town 
TJierc was also elected a general recorder 
a treasurer, a general sergeant, and later a 
general attorney. Each town bad a cour 
of commissioners composed ot six mem 
bers. 
The combined court of commis 


slaters of the four towns composed the 
general court of trials. This court me 
twice a year and liter developed Into thi 
lower house of the General Assembly 
The assistants gradually ceased to he an 
executive body, «n<3 became that part ofth 
legislature now known as the senate. 


It is not known who composed the Gen 


eral Assembly, but early in the session "i 
was voted and found that the major part 
of tbe Colonle was present at this Assem 
blie, whereby' there was 
full 
power 
t 


<ransact," and "it was further agree' 
that in case the Assemblie departe unt 
the number of Kortie, those fortle sh*l 
ftay and act as If the whole number 
present and be of.full authentic." 


Having made these provisions to pre 


terve the assembly, It W»E then agree 


that "all should set their hands of an en- 
gagement to the charter," and further 
that we do all OWDC and submit to tbe 
Laves, at 
they are constituted 
In the 


Bulke with the administration of Justice, 
according thereto, which are to stand In 
force until the next Generall Courto of 
election and every towne to have coppi* 
ot them and then to present what sbill 
appears therein not to-be suitable to the 
constitution of tee place, and 
then to 


amend It." 


The election of officers followed, John 


Coggeehall 
ot 
Newport 
being 
elected 


president; Roger Williams ot Providence, 
John Sanford of Portsmouth, William Cod- 
dinglon ot Newport and Randall Holden of 
Warwick, 
assistants; 
William Dire of 


Newport, 
general recorder, 
and Jeremy 


Clarke of Newport, treasurer. 


Tie next entry on the records describes 


the mode of procedure In adopting laws, 
which shows that the founders ot tbe stale 
believed thoroughly In the ad referendum 
ot all legislative action to the people for 
approval or dissent. The act as recorded 
Is as follows: "II is ordered .that all ciscs 
presented concerning the General Matters 
of tbe Colony shall bo first Elated Iu the 
towns; Vldg't, That \t, the towne where 11 
IB propounded shall agitate ami fully dis- 
cuss the matter In their Towne Meetings, 
nnd concluded by vote; and then shall iho 
Recorder of the Towne, or Towne Clerke, 
send a copy of the agreement to every one 
of the other three Townce.wbosball igltate 
the case .likewise in each Towne and vote 
it, and collect the votes. Then they shall 
commend It lo the Qeneral Courte (then 


meeting Killed) who being assembled 


and finding the major parle of the Colonle 
concurring in the case, It shall stand for 
a Law till the next General Assembly ot 
all tbe people, then and there lo be con- 
sidered, whether any longer to stand yea 
or no: Further It is agreed th»t six men 
of each Towne shall be the number of the 
committee premised, and to be freely chos- 
en. And further It Is agreed that when 
the General Courlo thus assembled shall 
determine the cases beforehand thus pre- 
sented, It shall also be lawful (or the 
•said General Court, and hereby are they 
authorized, that if unto them or any of 
them soine case or cases shall he presented 
that may be deemed necessary 
for 
the 


public weale and good of the whole they 
shall fully debate, discuss and determine 
ye matter among themselves, and 
then 


shall each committee returning 
to their 


Towne declare what 
they have done ' in 


the case or caste premised. Tbe To>vncs 
then debating and concluding, the votes 
shall be collected and sealed uj», and then 
by the Towne Clerke of each Towne shall 
be sent with speed lo the General Record- 
er, who. in the presence of the President, 
shall open the votes; and it themajor vote 
determine the case, it shall stand as a 
Ijtw till the next General Assembly then 
and there to be confirmed or nullified." 


The General Assembly then provided 


that the seal of the colony should he an 
anchor; adopted a code of laws, and de- 
clared that the form of government as 
established "is a 'democratfcal,' that is to 
say, a government held by tbe free and 
voluntary consent of all, or the greater 
part, of the free inhabitants." 


Many other matters ot Importance were 


considered and acted upon and the gov- 
ernment of the Providence Plantations 
was then fully established under the char- 
ter. This government lasted until 1651, 
vhen the "Coddington usurpation," so 
ailed, caused a separation of the towns 
f Portsmouth and Newport on one side 
nd Providence and Warwick on the other, 
n 1CM the union of the four towns was 
e-established. 
Governor Lippitt, in his annual artilresa 


» the General Assembly at Its January 
ession, called-attcntlon to the approach- 
ng anniversary and ndvlscd a fitting ob- 
ervance of the occasion, but no action 


s been taken towards such an event, and 


he two hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
ssl the establishment of the state govern- 
ment will probably pass without a pub- 
ic recognition of the occasion.

An International Postal Congress Is a 


sight ot such rare interest as to reply any 
outlay lhat we might make lor having It 
here. As an object lessor it Is one of the 
most Impressive that the closing quarter 
of the nineteenth century has seen. 
II Is 


almost a prototype of the parliament of 
man, of which we have heard so much. 
Here arc.representatives assembled from 
every Inhabited country on the face of Ihe 
carih. Chinese delegates arc here, al- 
though It Is nol ycl decided that China is 
quite ready to enter the Postal Union. 
When she does tome in,, which can only 
be a question of lime, practically the, en- 
tire globe will be under the Jurisdiction 
of this Congress for postal pur|»ses, and 
our five-cent stamp for foreign letters a 
symbol of a world-wide commercial agree- 
ment; Perhaps, fortunately for us, the 
notion prevails that this country started 
the Postal Union Idea. This doubtless 
makes the plan more favored with us, and 
hence is a good thing. In reality this Is 
a piece of national egotism, derived from 
the fact thai our iwsl cilice people knew 
what they themselves di.l and were not so 
fully' Informed as to the work ot other na- 
Itons. It the Postal Union Is the work ot 
any one man, lhat man is Dr. Stephan. a 
Prussian, who was probably the greatest 
IXKlal expert of all ages and countries. 
His recent death Is specially mourned, and 
Ihc Poslal Congress has adopled resolu- 
tions anil otherwise sought to perpetuate 
his memory. Dr. Stephan made a life 
study of postal and transportation matter; 
he was a skilled lawyer, spoke six lan- 
guages, and aliove all Insisted from the 
start lhat postal mailers could not be con- 
sidered merely from a national poiul ot 
view, since Ihey were inherenlly the in- 
terest and concern of all mankind. The

THE 
AMERICAN' 
LOCOMOTIVE EX- 


* PORT TRADE. 


There Is perhaps no branch of foreign 


trade iu which tbe United States baa' won 
t more speedy recognition than in the lo- 
comotive Industry." It was not many years 
ago that tbe foreign locomotive trade was 
almost entirely in the hands of European 
manufacturers, and the American loco- 
motive was an' unknown quantity outside 
of tbe United States. The causes were 
not far to seek. In the first place; the 
largo colonial interests ot the European 
nations brought them into close contact 
with foreign states and peoples, who had 
the opportunity to see the European loco- 
motive at work, as It were, at their very 
doors. On the other hand, the develop- 
ment of the railroad system of this coun- 
try was so extraordinarily rapid, and pro- 
duced such an enormous demand for loco- 
motives, thatour manufacturers were fully 
occupied in supplying the home market. 
Of late years, however, the rate of rail- 
road construction has Been steadily re- 
ilnced; the older roaJs have become thor- 
oughly equipped with modern and more 
powerful locomotives, and the demand for 
new stock has shotvn a relative decline. 


One natural result of this has been to 


cause our builders to give Increasing at- 
tention to the foreign market, and a very 
successful attempt has been made to in* 
traduce, the American locomotive in those 
countries which have hitherto been ex- 
clusively controlled by Ruropean builders. 
Our success has beep greatly assisted by 
the fact that the American-built machine 
is specially adapted to the "requirements 
of foreign railroads. It is strong in those 
points in which tho other type Is weak. 
The European locomotive has always suf- 
fered from a cerlain rigidity which, while 
it has no particularly bad effect on the 
comparatively 
level and 
straight 
lines 


which are found on the railways of the 
Old World, has proved to be positively 
disastrous when these machines came to 
be run on the sharp curves and more or 
less loosely constructed tracks of some of 
tbe foreign and colonial railways. 


Now It is a fortunate fact that the cir- 


cumstances which caused the earlier roads 
of the 
United States to be built 01 


rather rough and ready plan, with light 
rails, sharp curves, and heavy grades, pro- 
duced 
a type of 
locomotive specially 


adapted to meet these conditions—a type 
with such marked characteristics and with 
such all-around efficiency that it Is known 
the world over as distinctively the Ameri- 
can locomotive. The merit of the type 
consists in the simplicity and accessibil- 
ity of its parts, its great flexibility, by 
which it is enabled to adjust itself to the 
unevenness of the track, its large boiler 
power and. lastly, the large hauling power 
Tvhich it has always shown. 


Now it can be seen that these qualities 


are admirably adapted to the requirements 
of foreign railroads, and our locomotives 
have always secured favorable commem 
from those companies which have usec 
them side by side with locomotives ot Eu- 
ropean design, and they have never, as 
far as we know, failed to oblaln a secure 
hold on the trade. 


In response to our inquiry we are In- 


formed by a leading firm in this countrj 
that while for the pasl two or three years 
the export trade in the aggregate has not 
been as large ss in the few years preced- 
ing, there are signs that U is again or. the 
increase. This falling off was not due E- 
much to any relative decline in this trad< 
as compared with the export trade of the 
country in general, but Is attributed to 
the general depression which has marked 
the trade of the world at large. A3 a

The material will bo silk wftu- 
out ever having beeu wlthlu four thou- 
sand miles of a silkworm or a mulberry 
iree. You may go now iulo some of our 
great dry Kood* stores aud observe a piece 
ol silk wbtch seems especially elaborate 
of design aud soil iu texture, and bear 
the salesman observe:

"This, madam, U very new, from France. 


You notice that It won't crush in your 
hauds. II won't cringle. You can lounge 
about* Cor days hi this gowu and It will 
never show wrinkles." 


You look at It with curiosity. While (t 


has the quality ot resisting pressure,. It 
Is n^vartholesa as soft as China silk. 
You 


nrlce U aud learn that It Is very much 
less expensive than you (nought ii would 
be. You express your astonish tu«iU, aud 
inquire*; 


"Is it all Bilk?" 
"Certainly, madam. We wouldn't think 


of handling anything else In this depart- 
ment." 


But, nevertheless, tho fabric Is not the 


product of the silkworm. It \s silk, but 
the cocoon Is a succession of lolls of ma 
cMnery, and tho mulberry leaf ts the big 
trunks ot a vast forest. The silk Is made 
from wood fibre, aud when you buy It am! 
wear U you are wearing the splinters ol 
a tree 


For forty years Count Hllalre de Char- 


donnet, who Invented the process, stud- 
led tho silkworm and Its process of spin- 
ning, with the de termination to repro- 
duce H BO that wo might hereafter create 


fabric directly from Its original ele- 


ments. 
He found that the leaf 
of the 


mulberry tree, or of tbe 
osago orange 


was, after Its tender substance had beer 
consumed by tbe worm, merely a forn1 
of vegetable fibre which, because of its 
tenderness and flavor, attracted the creat- 
ure. 
He also discovered that by tho nat- 


ural process of its secretions [he worm 
mixed this fibre with a substance whlcb 
completed the formation ot a guiuni> 
mass, from which the worm spun its co 
coon. 


The chief effort was to discover whai 


was tho chemical correspondent of the se- 
cretion of the worm, and this discover) 
tho Frenchman made, after countless fail 
urcs. This found, the principle was estab- 
lished and tbe Inventor proceeded to uiaki 
bis experimental machinery.

The possibility of recreating with atw 


the digestive processes of a silkworm was 
of course, very Endcfintte. 
But the Juven 


tor persevered, and this is what be did 
He secured tbe mulberry ami orange iree 
at first by preference, and by means o 
machinery whicji 
macerated 
the 
tretH 


themselves secured the necessary stock o 
the crude wood fibre. 


This was treated with the chemical pre 


paratlon which corresponded vrllh the nal 
ural processes of tbo silkworm. The re 
suit was a 
mucilaginous 
combination, 


•ery heavy and ductile. This prepara- 
ion was placed in stcol cylinders having 
t the top a hydraulic press of extreme 
tower ami at the bottom a series of very 
ne openings which corresponded wltb tbe 
pinning apparatus of a silk worm. 
•He had observed In His study of the 
Ilk worm tliat the creature ex|wiled its 
ocoon by means of an extreme muscular 
effort, and the hydraulic- press was to 
upply this operation. When tbe cylinder 
was sufficiently filled the pressure was ex- 


rted by the press and the material was 
orced out- These fibres were chilled ami 
hen treated electrically in order to give 
hem additional strength. 


Out the fibres did more than look like 
ilk. They were, in fact, almost, a per- 
ect reproduction by artificial processes 
f the natural spinning of the worm. The 
ustrous quality of the natural material 
vas even exceeded. The tensile strength 
was the fraction of a degree less, while 
he capability of handling and the rapidity 
if manufacture were phenomenal in con- 
.rast. The only difficulty was that tho 
nventor found the product was extremely 
nftammable. This was subsequently over- 
•ome. 


The manufacture ot artificial silk was 


accomplished. H was discovered that it- 
vas not necessary to have the fibre of any 
larticiilar growth of tree, but that almost 
my sort of soft wood would do. Slanu- 
actories were established in the south of 
France, and the dress worn by a princess 


Orleans at ber recent wedding was the 


)roo*uct of tbe new process. 
Factories 


wve been established in England, and 
low a company lias been organized in New 
fork, with President McKinley's brother, 
\bner McKinley, as counsel, to at once 
begin the process here, although silk mills 
".n Paterson and the east are using the 
yarn now without any changes in their 
nachlnery. Already plans have been made 
'or the erection of a big plant at Pater- 
son, 
X. J.. where tbere are already score* 


of silk mills.
